Following  is  the  text  of  Mr.  Davis’ 
speech  in  tlio  regular  assembly  Wed¬ 
nesday,  October  16. 

Dairying  is  the  second  largest  busi¬ 
ness  in  America  today.  The  volume  of 
wealth  it  represents  in  the  National 
total  is  in  excess  of  four  billion  dollars 
yearly.  Its  volume  in  wealth  is  exceed¬ 
ed  only  by  that  of  Building  and  Con¬ 
struction. 

P«ii-/ -pre/J.v.ets  ..are  ono-'oui'th  of  the 
Farm  Incomo.  The  farm  value  of  Dairy 
■products  for  1928,  approximately  spook¬ 
ing,  was  three  billion  dollars.  Tlieso 
figures  aro  compilod  by  the  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture.  This 
ithreo  billion  dollars  amounts  to  26%,. 
,or  a  little  more  than  a  quarter  of  the 
•total  value  of  all  agricultural  produco. 
It  may  help  some  of  us  to  a  cloarer 
realization  of  the  importance  of  Dairy¬ 
ing,  when  wo  'know  that  for  ovory 
.single  dollar  of  Farm  Income,  the  dairy 
bow  brings  us,  all  tlio  other  animals  and 
{farm  crops  togothor  bring  only  $3,00. 
■This  equation  is  not  likely  to  b'o  main¬ 
tained,  for  dairying  is  increasing. 

,  The  Public  is  showing  nil  over  in¬ 
cronsing  appreciation  of  tlio  value  of. 
{milk  and  dairy  products  in  their  diot. 
•The  ubo  of  duiry  products  in  rolation  to- 
(health  and  the  gonorul  wolfnro  of  tlio 
jpooplo  is  activoly  promoted  by  all  agen¬ 
cies  and  all  departments  of  tho  indus¬ 
try. 

Dairying  has  now  become  a  stabilized 
industry.

Eamsey  MacDonald,  prime  minister 
of  England,  has  interpreted  his  visit 
to  America  as  a  mission  “to  narrow 
the  Atlantic,’’  and  to  encourage  “mor- 
j.  al  solidarity  of  the  British  and  Amori- 
can  peoples.’’  Events  of  the  past  few 
days  in  Washington  presents  tho  dis¬ 
tinguished  visitor’s  statement  in  real¬ 
ity.  America  is  seldom  host  to  a  foreign 
statesman  who  has  impressed  tho  nation 
from  coast  to  coast  as  Ramsey  MacDon¬ 
ald  has. 

“There  can  ho  no  war.  Nay,  senators, 
it  is  impossible  if  we  do  our  duty  in 
;  making  the  peace  pact  favorable,’’  and 
|  these  words  from  Ramsay  MacDonald 
i  in  his  address  before  tho  United  States 
|  senate,  brought  a  great  ovation  to  the 
British  statesman.  How  long  will  the 
impression  last?  Will  it  ho  temporary 
or  for  all  times?  Tho  prime  minister  has 
appealed  that  wo  “gird  our  loins  for 
peace,  and  it  is  only  by  that  can  the 
world  bo  expected  to  he  safe-guarded 
from  another  world  conflict  and  ‘  ‘  whole- 
'  - .»lo_^daughter’’.  of  the-  world’s  youth., 
:  Premier  MacDonald  is  justified  in  every 
issue  ho  has  made  on  the  question  of 
peace  since  reaching  our  shores. 

Ho  says,  “As  long  as  wo  correspond! 
,  over  thousands  of  miles  of  soas,  we  will 
•  never  understand  each  other.  Personal 
contact,  exchange  of  views,  lip  to  lip, 

;  and  sitting  by  fireplaces,  as  it  was  my 
1  privilege  to  do  with  your  President — 

1  these  things  help  to  lay  the  foundations 
:  of  lasting  peace.’’ 

’  England’s  prime  minister  wants  to 
“narrow  tho  Atlantic’’  and  bring  his 
country  and  America  into  closer  com¬ 
munion  than  over  before. 

As  students  of  the  Northwest  Mis¬

Parents  are  advised  to  offer  sugges¬ 
tions  rather  than  solutions  in  aiding 
children  with  homo  work  and  to  ex¬ 
amine  and  return-  all  report  cards  and 
'  other  papers  brought  homo  for  parental 
inspection.  Tho  importance  of  cultiva- 
’  tng  good  homo  study  habits  is  empha¬ 
sized.  Paronts  can  assist  by  providing 
•a  suitable  place  for  study  and  insisting 
on.  regular  study  hours. 

Re.  fling  of  good  books  by  parents 
aids  in  encouraging  children  to  dovolop 
good  literary  habits,  it  is  pointed  out, 
and  ehildron  should  also  bo  encouraged 
to  read  aloud  from  the  books  which  tlioy 
are  using  in  sohool, 

Othor  suggestions  advised  paronts  to 
cheerfully  furnish  ehildron  -with  spoeial 
articles  which  they  may  need  at  school, 
such  as  pictures  and  maps;  to  support 
tho  schools  at  the  polls;  to  maintain  a 
sympathetic  attitude  towards  tho  prin¬ 
cipal  and  toacliers;  and  to  comply  read¬ 
ily  with  health  regulations.— F.  N. 

Dedication  of  I.  S.  0.  Campanile. 

Dedication  of  the  new  Stanton  Caril¬ 
lon  at  the  Iowa  State  College  Campanile 
yras  held  on  Sunday  afternoon,  Oet.  6, 
at  4  o’clock,  with  a  concert  playod  by 
Atnon  Brees,  internationally  known 
carillonnsur,  •  ! 

This  was  the  first  time  the  new  bells 
were  heard  and  all  Iowa  was  invited  | 
to  listen  to  the  program,'  which  was^ 
broadcast  by  tho  college  radio  station, 

.  .  yroi.  This  feature  of  the  program  was 


arranged  so  that  tho  program  could  ho 
hoard  at  othor  places  about  tho  campus 
and  stnte,  ns  well  ns  in  tho  vicinity  of 
tho  Campanile. 

Tho  Stanton  Carillon  consists  of  30 
bolls,  20  of  which  wore  recently  import¬ 
ed  from  England  and  installed  in  the 
Cnmpanilo.  Anton  Brocs,  who  was  sc¬ 
oured  by  tho  collego  to  play  tho  dedi¬ 
cation  program,  is  widely  known  as  tho 
Belgian  Bollmastor.  Mr.  Brcos  plays  tliO| 
carillon  at  tho  Singing  Tower  at  Moun¬ 
tain  Lake,  Florida,  which  was  built  ns 
a  momorinl  to  Edward  Bole. 

In  1899,  Edgar  W.  Stanton,  dean  of 
tho  junior  college,  gnvo  to  the  college 
tho  first  set  of  10  bolls,  ns  a  momorinl 
to  his  first  wife,  Margaret  McDonald 
Stanton.  At  tho  timo  of  his  death  in 
1920,  Doan  Stanton  provided  in  his  will 
for  a  momorial  to  himself,  his  hoirs  to 
recommend  what  form  tho  momorinl 
should  bo.  Tho  hoirs  recommended  to 
the  Stato  Bonrd  of  Education  that  addi¬ 
tional  bolls  bo  installed  in  the  Cam¬ 
panile.  The  complete  carillon  of  36  bolls, 
which  will  bo  known  ns  tho  Edgar  W. 
and  Margaret  McDonald  Stanton  Mom¬ 
orial  Carillon,  represent  a  total  gift  of 
$50,000  from  Dean  Stanton. 

John  Taylor  and  Company,  Loughbor- 
1  ough,  England,  aro  manufacturers  of 
tho  now  hells,  which  vary  in  weight 
from  tho  largest,  weighing  5,737  pounds, 
and  which  is  four  and  a  half  foot  tall 
and  64  inches  in  diameter,  to  tho  small¬ 
est  of  the  bolls,  weighing  but  27  pounds. 

Tho  clock  in  tho  Campanile,  which 
was  formerly  55  foot  from  tho  ground 
has  been  sot  30  foot  from  tho  ground, 
so  as  to  allow  enough  head  room  for  tho 
pulley  which  automatically  winds  tho 
clock  .Steel  beams  have  boon  installed 
to  support  tho  extra  weight  of  the  now 
bolls. 

Prior  to  tho  dedication  ceremonies  on 
Oot.  6,  tho  old  bells  will  ho  used  in 
playing  selections  at  morning,  noon  and 
night  each  day,  as  in  past  years.  Anton 
Brees  will  assist  in  tho  selection  and 
tutoring  of  a  person  to  play  tho  new 
Carillon.— I.  S.  C.

A  section  of  a  special  anniversary 
edition  of  tho  Southeast  Missourian, 
published  at  Capo  Girardeau,  and  col¬ 
obrating  tho  twenty-fifth  anniversary 
of  the  city,  -is  devoted  to  development 
of  the  Southeast  Missouri  Stato  Teach¬ 
ers  College.

Over  200  of  tho  citizons  of  Nodaway 
County  liavo.  established  tho  Nodaway 
Milk  Products  Company’s  utility  milk 
plant  lioro  in  Maryvlllo.  This  plant  will 
bo  in  Oporation  Monday,  October  21st, 
1929. 

Tho  plant  providos  tho  dairy  farmer 
with  a  mnrkot  for  his  whole  milk  at 
prices  coinporablo  to  thoso  paid  by  Con- 
donscrios  any  placo  in  Amoriea.  Four 
dofinito  savings  and  helps  aro  concroto 
and  actual  for  tho  farmer  when  lio  sells 
wholo  milk. 

First  there  is  tho  saving  from  drudg¬ 
ery.  No  separating  night  and  morning. 
No  washing  tho  separator,  and  usually 
this  work  is  all  loft  to  tho  women  of 
tlio  farm  homo.  If  anything  is  harder 
than  turning  tho  separator  crank,  it 
must  bo  washing  tho  separator  bowl 
and  its  many,  many  discs,  thon  placing 
it  nil  hack  togotlior  again, — a  nover 
ending  task,  and  all  tasks  aro  drudgery. 

Second,  tliero  is  a  saving  from  separ¬ 
ator  losses.  Any  hand  oporatod  separ¬ 
ator  will  skim  usually  with  a  loss  nover 
loss  than  1-5  of  1%  to  as  much  as 
1%.  This  loss  will,  on  an  average,  pay 
for  tho  hauling  of  tho  milk  to  tho  Milk 
Plant.  Thoso  Iossob  cannot  ho  controlled 
on  tho  farm.  Tho  necessity  of  attention 
cannot  bo  had  that  will  control  such 
losses. 

Third,  'there  is  loss  in  feeding  skim 
milk  on  tho  farm.  The  non-fat  solids 
exist  in  skim  milk  to  tho  oxtont  of  12 
ounces  to  every  gallon  of  skim  milk. 
Tho  gallon  1b  8%  pounds — so,  tho  feed¬ 
ing  value  is  in  tho  non-fat  solids.  There¬ 
fore,  on  account  of  tho  bulk  of  water 
with  solids,  it  is  not  economically  fed 
in  liquid  form.  Tho  clement  of  dirt  and 
waste  ,as  well  as  danger  is  over  present 
when  liquid  skim  milk  is  fed. 

Fourth,  a  hotter  prico  is  paid  for 
butterfat  in  wholo  milk  than  when  sell¬ 
ing  it  as  farm  separated  cream.  Tho 
average  return  per  cow  is  approximate¬ 
ly  $30.00  in  actual  cost,  moro  than  tho 
return  possible  when  soiling  to  a  sourl 
cream  market. 

If  tho  butterfat  price  was  only  10c , 
por  pound  difference, a  community  soil¬ 
ing  tho  wholo  milk  from  nearly  5000 
cows  for  a  year,  would  ho  over  $100,- 
000.00  in  cash  xoecipts  bettor  off.  Only 
200  farmers  with  25  cows  each,  could 
divide  that'  amount.  This  would  bp  on 
a  cow  that  would  average  15  pounds  of 
milk  each  day  each  cow.  I
